On  November  16,  the 
Panthers  traveled  to  Corbin 
to  face  the  undefeated, 
second-ranked  Redhounds 
for  a  semi-final  playoff 
round.  The  Redhounds  came 
out  firing  —  it  seemed  that 
they  were  ready  to  play. 
However,  after  the  Panthers 
settled  down,  they  began  to 
make  things  happen.  With 
6:04  remaining  in  the  half,  Jr. 
Mike  Tackett  picked  up  the 
ball  on  the  38  and  ran  in  for 
the  score.  Some  key  plays 
by  the  Pikeville  defense 
enabled  them  to  shutout  the 
Redhounds  in  both  the  first 
and  second  half.  With  25 
seconds  left  in  the  third 
quarter  Tackett  caught  a  4 
yard  pass  from  QB  Roger 
Caudill.  Bo  Adkins  added  the 
extra  point  again  giving  the 
Panthers  a  14-0  lead.  Late  in 
the  game  the  defense 
tackled  a  man  in  the  end 
zone  to  finish  the  scoring  at 
16-0.  Sr.  William  Dawahare 
led  the  game  with  81  yards 
rushing. 


The  celebration  began  right  after  the  Regional 
playoffs. 
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So  near,  but  yet  so  far.  Since  Pikeville 
could  not  convert  the  big  play  and 
turned  over  the  ball  at  several  key  times, 
the  27-0  score  did  not  indicate  the  real 
outcome  of  the  Class  AA  State  Finals  in 
November. 

In  the  freezing  rain  and  on  the  slick  astro- 
turf  of  the  Ky.  Fairgrounds  field,  the  Pike- 
ville Panthers  played  their  hearts  out  but 
could  not  capialize  on  any  plays  against 
the  Falcons  from  Fort  Campbell. 

Second  place  in  the  state  is  not  a  bad 
finish  by  any  standards,  and  it  is  certainly 
outstanding  according  to  preseason  ex- 
pectations. Pikeville  was  expected  to 
break  even  in  the  regular  season  and 
place  second  in  the  district. 

The  coaches,  however,  were  not  fooled 
by  these  ratings.  After  Pikeville  trounced 
Prestonsburg  in  the  district  game  and  ran 
over  2nd  ranked  Elkhorn  City,  Coach 
Howard  knew  he  had  state  champion- 
ship material  on  his  hands.
